Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: in Fig. 7, "S3 06" 
and "S3 12". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 12, line 2 from the bottom, "S314" should be -S3 18™. 
On page 13, line 3, "S318" should be -S3 16-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shin 
(6630961). 

As to claims 1 and 8, Shin discloses the claimed subject matter, the claimed mixing 
weight calculation unit is met by the blocks 210, 220, 600, 700 (Fig. 3, column 4 line 48-column 
6 line 17), the claimed intra- field interpolation unit is met by the spatial interpolator 300 (Fig. 3, 
column 6 lines 18-43), the claim inter- field interpolation unit is met by the time interpolator 400 
(Fig. 3, column 18, lines 32-45) and the claimed soft switching unit is met by the soft switch 500 
(Fig. 3, column 18 lines 47-60). 

As to claims 2 and 9, the claimed motion detection unit is met by the motion 
determination part 200 (Fig. 3, column 41ine 48-coulmn 5 line 50), the claimed space filtering 
unit is met by the median filer 600 (fig. 3, column 5 line 53-colmn 6 line 17), the claimed motion 
expansion unit is met by the motion expander 700 (Fig. 3 column 5 line 56-column 6 line 17) 
and the claimed alpha conversion function unit is met by the motion expander 700 (column 18 
lines 54-60). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-7 and 10-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kim (5943099) discloses the interlaced-to-progressive conversion apparatus and method 
using motion and spatial correlation. 

Ohara (5671018) shows a motion adaptive vertical scaling for interlaced digital image 

data
